Addressing LettcrH. 


There is a popular proverb that the 


n-ays of Providence and the verdict o! 
a petit jury are p;ist finding out. To 
these inscrutable mysteries should be ad- 
ded the decision of the Post-master-Gcn- 
oralof the United States. For whose 
benefit these decrees are given out it is 
as difficult to say as it is to conjecture 
the mission of flics and musquitoes. 


Whatever the benefit or convenience 


they may confer upon the department, 
as a rule or as a set of rules, they annoy 
the public. And people have become so 
accustomed to suppose that these orders 
will violate common sense or good busi- 
"ness methods that they take, it for grant- 
ed every new order'will be found, in 
some way, perplexing and obstructive. 
Thc'latest order is that when a letter is 
not directed to the State or county, it 
«hall, in case the Ppatoffice Department 
cannot determine its intended destina- 
tion, be sent to the Dead Letter Office. 
This order was at once understood to 
mean that if a letter was directed sim- 
ply to New York City, it must he sent 
to ihe Dead Letter Office, as likewise if 
a letter to a well known citizen of Detroit 
or Chicago, were not also addressed to 
Michigan or Illinois, it could not be for- 
warded. But the Pbstoffice Department 
had more sense than, owing to previous 
decisions, it got credit for, and letters 
whose destination is clear will go for- 
ward. On the other hand, it is to be 
said, that letter-writers are often very 
careless in these matters and do not take 
proper pains to find out or write out the 
full explicit address, preferring to let 
the postoffico clerks ascertain for them. 
It is only just iri such cases that their 
letters should be delayed, and they be

Alcohol-Its Meet on tlie System. 


Dr. Burton, in the Contemporary EC- 


view, Bays: "Alcohol appears to excite 
the circulation through the brain reflex- 
ly from the mouth, and to stimulate the 
heart refiexly from the stomach, even be- 
fore it is absorbed ^nto the blood. Soon 
after it has been swallowed, however, it 
is absorbed from the stomach and passes 
with the blood to the heart, to the brain, 
and to other parts of the nervous system, 
upon which it then begins to act directly. 
_ nder its influence the heart beats nwro 
quickly, and the blood circulates more 
freely, and thus the functional powers of 
the various organs in the body are in- 
creased, BO that the brain may think 
more rapidly, the muscles act more pow-i 
erfully, and the stomach digest more 
easily, but, with this exception, the ef- 
fect of alcohol on the system may be de- 
scribed as one of progressive paralysis. 
The higher centres suffer first, and the 
judgment is probably the first quality 
to be impaired. One of the most esteem- 
ed novelists of the present day- informs 
nsthat, although he can take a great 
deal of wine without it« haying any ap- 
parent effect on him, yet a single glass of 
sherry is enough to take the fine edge off 
h» intellect* He is able to write easily 
and fluently in the evening after taking 
dinner •on drinking wine, but what: he 
tljen writes.will net- bear'his own criti- 
cism next morning, although, curiously 
enough, it may^ieejn to him excellent at 
the time of writing."

FATAL ACCIDENT. 


(.'•niter's Jngatst—Teitiuonr in Fall— 


Verdict Renter*! U AcMfduce 


Wltktiw FMtt. 


On Monday the lightning express 


train from Chicago to St. Louis, which 
should have passed here at 4 o'clock 
in th» morning, was nine hours late. 
At Blue Mound a sad and fatal acci- 
dent occurred, resulting in the death 
of Mr. S. T. Duckwall, of Blue Mound 
township, at the time of the passage 
of the train through that village. It 
seems that Mr. D. w«s crossing the 
railroad track as the train approached 
the station, and the engine struck his 
wagon, completely demolishing it and 
throwing the occupant out upon the 
cow-catcher, dislocating his neck. In 
order that tbe case may be fully under- 
stood we give below the testimony be- 
fore the coronet's jury, which held an 
Inquest on Tuesday evening. 


The accident occurred about > 


o'clock in the afternoon, and on being 
notified Coroner Dinneen repaired to 
the scene of the disaster with all pos- 
sible dispatch. The jury being con- 
vened, the following testimony in sub- 
stance was given: 


William Bower, a resident of Bltw 


Mound, being duly sworn, said he was 
unloading coal just above Hatfleld's 
or Ellis' elevator. Heard the train 
coming and saw the man go out of 
sight behind tbe cars standing on the 
switch. 
Could then see the hind 


wheels stop and jumped out of the car 
and saw tbe wagon lying by the track, 
but could not see the man. In answe 
to questions witneis said: "I saw th 
man lying there. I did not hear th 
bell ring or the whistle blow. Tb 
man's name was Cyrus Duckwall 
The train ran about half u quarte 
after striking the man before it stoppe 
I don't know the number of the train 
According to the best of my judge 
menf tlie train was runniug about 3 
miles an hour. Tbe crossing is wes 
ot Ellis & Williams'elev'atorinthe cor 
poration of village of Blue Mound, i 
the county of Macob, and state of Illl 
nois. 


John Armstrong, a resident of vil 


lage of Blue Mound, on being dul 
sworn said, "I was passing out of th 
door at the depot and saw the trai 
pass. Was half way between the doo 
and the edgo of the platform when 
saw the tram strike wagon. The en 
gine passed jubt as I stepped out at th 
door. It WAS a long train. The uuui 
ber of the engine was 100. Do no 
know the name of the engineer. Think 
the conductor's name is Feabody 
The train is called the Chicago Ex 
press, and was uine fioius late. Don' 
know the number ot the train. Sa\ 
no man when the train strucs th 
wagon. The horses were jerked lial 
way around, and were jerked line they 
were standing up, and were jeikec 
loose from tiie wagon. Saw the man's 
bat and tbe pieces of tbe wagon. Kai 
down to where tl|p collision occurred 
and picked up the hat and some of the 
goods he had bought. The train at 
the time I picked up the hat had just 
about stopped beyond where the cut 
lision occurred. 
Should say abou 


300 feet beyond. Can't say whether 1 
heard the bell or whistle before the 
collision. Heard the signal for brakes 
just after the collision. Did not hear 
the bell ring or whistle blow before 
the collision. Should think the dis 
tance from where I was standing to 
the place where the collision occurred 
was 350 feet. The crossing was the flrsl 
one west of the depot in tbe corpora- 
tion of the village of. Blue Mouud, 
county of Macon and state of Illinois. 
Think the train was going at 
full 


speed; I would say from 25 to 35 miles 
per hour. Saw the corpse on the en- 
gine as it came back -it passed me as 
it came back. Recognize this corpse 
as the one I saw. 


J. C. Clay was sworn, and testified 


as follows: 


"I was standing on the south side of 


the depot on the platform as the train 
was coming by. Noticed the horses 
were separated from the wagon. They 
ran off into tbe commons. Ran up to 
the train when it stopped. Saw the 
corpse on the platform in front of the 
engine above the cow-catcher. Didn't 
hear the bell ring or whistle blow be- 
fore the collision. Tbe train was run- 
ning at the rate of 90 miles per hour. 
The wan gasped once or twice after 
he was taken into the depot. William 
Williams, of Blue Mound village said. 
"I was coining from our cribs on the 
south side of the track. Saw the man 
starting to cross the track. He was 
standing up in his wtigon, was driving 
his team, and his team got over the 
switch track, and I saw him look to- 
wards the depot; at the sams time I 
saw the train coming. The engine 
just passed the depot. He was urg 
ing his horass to cross, and was hit* 
ting them with the lines. The next 
thing I saw his wagun fly to pieces as 
ihe engine struck it, and I ran up to 
where tbe collision took place, and fol- 
lowed the train down till it stopped. 
I was between 45 and 50 rods from tbe 
place of collision when train 'stoppe'j. 
I met the conductor as I went down, 
he asked me if there was a man in the 
wagon. I told him the man was 
on th* cow catcher or under the train. 
We went down and found the man OH 
the pilot ot the engine. The man 
killed was Cyrus Duckwall. This Is 
the corpse of the man I saw crossing 
the track. Th« train was going b*> 


tween 20 and 25 miles per hour. ' 1 
did not hear the bell ring, but hetud 
two sharp whistles. 
Don't krow 


whether it was that engine or some 
other one. The man could see the 
coming train some 40 or 50 yards down 
tne track. The dorses would be right 
up to the main track before lie could 
see the coming train. 


This cloeod the testimony, and the 


jury rendered the following verdict; 


In the matter of the inquisition on 


the body of Cyrus T. Dnckwald, de- 
ceased, held at Blue Mound, 111., on 
the 15th day of November. A. D. 1880, 
we, tbe undersigned jurors to inquire 
of the death of Cyrus T. Ducfcwald, 
on oath do find that he came to bis 
death by being struck by engine No.
